“The Alumni university has been 
defined as simply the University of 
Michigan itself with the alumni parti- 
cipating in its activities,” said Dr. 
Little. “It has the challenge and fas- 
cination of novelty, and the attractive 
force which an invitation to be up and 
has for a normal human 


being. 

“By the alumni university scheme 
the alumnus does not sink into a sort 
of grave, as far as the university is 
concerned, when he graduates; he can 
be an active participator in any one 
of the hundreds of widely differing ac- 
tivities carried on her at Ann Arbor.”

- gi6t the real hero of the first battle of the Marne. 
And it is not yet generally recognized that it 
Was Petain who conceived the elastic defense of 
the Champagne im July of 1918 and who had ac- 
tually, for a week, ‘to argue its adoption by 
Gouraud, in whose name the defense has gone 
dbwn to fame. 3 
"Time enough has passed, however, to permit a 
fair balancing of the Jeadership between the two 
great national groups opposed to each other, and 
fér it to be said that such generalship as was 
pha in the world war was on the Germa.s 
side. That the allies won was due not to general: 
ship, but to overwhelming numbers and resources 
furnished by a newcomer and to a particular type 
of generalship which could have been successf! 
y under the very circum®ances with which it 
had to deal. It was such a victory as those earlier 
allies had won over Napoleon a century before. 
‘The three supreme strategic executions of the 
war were Tannenberg, Lodz, and the attack on 
Gough's fifth army on March 21, 1918. They were 
all: German victories, conceived and carried out by 
Lmdendorff. Whatever his other frailties of char- 
acter, Ludendorff, it is safe to predict, wil] take 
place in the histories of the future as the greatest 
general of the world war. He alone, it seemed, was 
able to grasp, to handle, to think clearly in the 
terms of a new mode of warfare where the machine 
nted as much as the man, at the front and

But it was not blind- 
ness on the part of his superiors; it was failure on 
the part of Foch. It was Foch’s failure in that he 


could not modify his theory—that the sole busi- 
nes of the warrior was to attack and beat tho 
aliversary by force of will even against superior 
njimbers—to conform to a system of trench war- 
fare. When Ludendorff, by his attacks of 1918, 
had broken the impasse in the trenches; when 
America sent over its hundreds of thousands to 
give Foch an overwhelming superiority in. num- 
bers, then “ attaquez” was the sesame that opened 
the door to victory. But even then, Foch was 
Gefeated at the outset when Ludendorff out- 
guessed him and descended off the héeighis of 
the Chemin des Dames, May 27, and’ drove to 
Chateau-Thierry. And that Foch had a French 
army with which to fight, even a country to fight 
for, was not due to him. It was no will to win, 
no theory of attack, but the patient, saving leader- 
ship of Petain in 1917 that preserved the French 
army from what might easily have grown into rev- 
olétion and a defeatist peace—a service whi

| WHY ALL DENOMINATIONS FACE | 
MISSION PROBLEMS

The great church conventions—Methodists at 
Kansas City, Mo.; Presbyterians at Tulsa, Okla.; 
Baptists at Detroit, Mich.; Episcopalians at Wash- 
ington, D, C.—are all facing the problems of for- 
eign missions in a way they have never faced 
them before. There are millions at home and 
abroad who are vitally interested in the outcome 
of the plans soon to be made. 

Much of the criticism of foreign missions w® 
read in periodicals and hear from foreign students 
in American colleges and theological seminaries | 
comes from the fact of changes which have take 
place in the thinking of both missionaries and n@- 
tfonalists.. These changes are revolutionary and 
the public mind has not kept up with the situa- 
tion. Let us point out some of these changes.

Christians; China has 3,000,000; Japan has more

HEALTH OF THE NEGRO 


IMPROVING RAPIDLY. 


HE record seems: to indicate that 
the health of the N@gro is improv- 
ing at a satisfactory rate. Bvi- 
® dence accumulates that yellow 
fever has its natural home in & com- 
paratively limited area in southwest Af- 
rica, Most of the old time argument 
that yellow fever could not have come 
from Africa was based upon the free- 
dom of Memphis, Alexandria, and Cairo 
from this disease during all recorded 
history. These cities are located in north- 
east Africa, a region which yellow fever 
has not threatened. 
The small section of the west coast to 
which the disease is limited happened to 
be the very section from which slaves 


‘were shipped to America. Therefore we 


may feel certain that slavery brought 
yellow fever to America. It has also 
‘been claimed that African slavery in- 
troduced typhoid fever and into 
America. The proof as to impor- 
tation of these diseases is not 80 con- 


It is argued that the Negro was so. 


long subjected to malaria, typhoid and 
yellow fever in Afri¢a that he has be- 
come partially immtine to them. Cer 
tain it is that he stands all three dis- 
eases better than the white man does, 
whatever the reason may be. Consider- 
ing the chances he takes he is Igss fre- 
quently infected and, if he does contract 
one or the other, he stands a pretty 
good chance of recovering. 

However, the Negro death rate is now, 
and always has been, higher than that 
of the white man. His increase in pop- 
ulation, due to excess of births over 
deaths, has never equaled that of the 
whites. By decades this increase was as 
follows:

It will be noticed that the increase 
under slavery was considerably higher 
than it has been since slavery was abol- 
ished, 


A good part of the decline of the in- 
crease in population is due to decrease 
in the birth rate. Taking the whites as 
a whole, the white birth fate is higher 
than that of the Negroes. , 


The experience of the last 26 years indi- 
cates that the health of Negroes can be 
greatly improved. Their consumption 
rate is high, but it is falling rapidly. 
They do not often have “ galloping con- 
sumption” now. Twenty-five years ago 
the disease rather generally took that 
form. They have a very high pneumo- 
nia rate, but when health departments 
go after pneumonia, the Negro death rate 
from that disease will drop. They suffer 
unduly from rickets, but the battle to 
control that disorder is being diligently 
waged. They have a high venereal dis- 
ease rate, but the experience of the army 
during the world war showed that bring- 
ing down the venereal disease rate of 
Negro troops was not difficult.

Being deter- 
mined “to do their bit,” with the aid 
of a patriotic father, they went over to 
Dayton, O., and. there at their own ex- 
pense obtained weeks of instruction in 
aviation by the famous Wright brothers. 
With difficulty they managed to get 
overseas to England and there enlisted 
for the British aviation service and in 
due course found themselves in. the 
fighting lines on the western front. The 
younger brother after his war service 
died, like so many others, in the terri- 
ble influenza epidemic at the end of 1918 


but Capt. Roy Brown survived this to 


come back home to Canada.

This British railway executive, who 
has studied American railroads at first

Engineer Combats View of 
Realty Economists. 


Despite the argument of real estate 
eonomists that grade separations are 
a form of wastefulness, in that they 
create large property damage at inter. 
gectiqns, the public works engineers 
of the country, who are wrestling with 
motor traffic and the accompanying 
pes of personal injury, and prop. 
erty Gamage, are practically unani. 
mous In the opinion that these struc. 


The engineers point out that real 
etate economists stand on bottom- 
jess foundations when there is con- 
sidered the meeting of a railway or 
highway at grade with a river. From 
time immemorial such an intersection 
has been separated by a bridge, and 
the property, instead of being dam- 
aged, has been greatly enhanced, be- 
gdes creating a great public benefit. 

Will Debate Problem. 


Geperal consideration of all phases 
@ the problem of grade separations 
for highways im Cock county is to be 
taken up next Friday at the county 
poard rooms, Commissioner Francis 
Boutell announced yesterday. : 

Mr. Boutell is chairman of the 
board's committee on grade separa- 
tiong and that body will consider the 
specific case of erecting a highway 
separation structure at Milwaukee ave- 
nue and Dempster street. In agdition 
to threshing out the conten of 
those opposing the improvement, the 
gubject of highway grade partings gen- 
erally will be taken up with an idea 
of arriving at a broad policy on the 
part of the county. 

Representatives wf the county high- 

_ way department, the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce, the Cook County 
Real Estate bodrd and probably the 
state highway department, are to take 
part in the conference. 

Given Double Frontage. 

Arguments made by the realty 
protherhood against grade separations 
in Cook county have been to the effect 
that the creation of two levels at an 
intersection in some manner injures 
the corner property.’ The engineers, 
in reply, state that in fact the cor- 
mers are enhanced in value, as the 
viaduct offers a way to establish cor- 
ner frontage for business buildings on 
two levels instead of one. — 

_ Aecording to Charles Snyder, engi- 
neer for the highway improvement de- 
partment of the Chicago Motor club, 
couaty and city governments have 
been backward regarding vjaduct 
struction for separation purposes be- 
cause of the specter of high costs.

Scope, size and cost of the proposed 
gigantic Marshall Field & Co., bulle- 
ing on the site of 


the old Kinzie 
Street station of. 
the Chicago and 
North Western 
railroad, on the 
north bank of the 
river between |

streets, announced 
more than a year 
ago, have been en- 
larged to such 
tremendous extent 
that it’s now pre- 
sented again vir- 
tually as a brand 
new project. 

© new structure, work on 
which is to start at once, instead of 
being a building devoted entirely to 
Marshall Field & Co. activities, is to 
be known as the Merchandise Mart 
and will house several hundred mer- 
cantile firms. Field & Co., however, 
will occupy considerably more than 
half*of the building’s space with their 
wholesale and manufacturing sales de- 
partments. 

The Merchandise Mart will be so 
much larger than its nearest competi- 
toy in the race for title of “,svorid’s 
largest business building,” now held by 
the Chicago Furniture Mart, that there 
should be no rumpus raised even by 
the most skeptical] statistician. Just 
to settle this point right now, we'll 
add that the Furnitugg Mart contains 
approximately 1,925,000 square feet uf 
floor area. The big Merchandise Mart 
will have about 4,000,000 square feet, 
more than twice as much. 

In addition to claiming the honor of 
being the world’s largest business 
building, the project will be the largest 
single development of air righta in the 
world. The property of the new build- 
ing, except for caissons, begins twen- 
ty-three feet above datum. 


Double Original Cost. 
As originally announced on March

12, 1927, the Field building was to 


cost $15,000,000. The estimated cost 
of the muh larger Merchandise Mart 
is placed at $30,000,000. A corpora- 
tion is now being formed for the pur- 
-_poses of ownership and operation of 
the big building. Officials of Mars 
Field & Co. will represent dominant 
interests in the corporation. 

On all floors ‘of the mart there'll 
be great corridors, or miniature shop 
ping streets, more than 650 feet in 
length, on either side of which will 
be shops displaying the varied lines 
of the hundreds of tenant firms. 
These business thoroughfares will be 


impressively treated architecturally, 
with tenants of allied lines in groups.

Private 
tracks for incoming carioad freight 
will extend under the center of the 
building. The Chicago and North 
Western railroad will operate an in- 
bound freight station for lese than 
carload lots, as well as an outpound 
station, which will éonnect with al 
other roads through its new Proviso 
yards. The merchandise as it comes 
into this big freight station will be 
loaded into high speed conveyors and 
whizzed at once to the exact floor and - 
aisle of the merchant for whom it is.

Within the next few years there is: 
likely to be a strong tendency among 
home owners to drift back into the 
gardening practices followed by pioneer 
colonial gardenérs Where flowers, fruits . 
and vegetables were grown separately 
on the same lot.“ That scheme was 
followed quite extensively years ago. 
Since then there has been a period 
when city and suburban gardens with 
comparatively small lots swing into 
the habit of spending most of their 
time on either flowers ‘or vegetables, 
overlooking the advantages and profits 
that go along with the raising of a 
full list of at least the common flowers 
and vegetables and a few varieties 
of fruits. 

During the last few years when 
cities and towns have been prosperous [ 
and economizing has not been so es- 
sential, urban gardeners have leaned 
heavily toward flowers and neglected 
to grow vegetables for home use. This 
is no doubt also partially due to the 
fact that too often the urban home 
owner has been errorsously led te 
believe that there is not ample room 
for the growing of flowers, fruits, and 
vegetables on the average city gr sub- 
‘urban lot. ‘This is not true in most 
cases, for around practically every 
suburban home and many city homes 
where the house is built near the 
front of a lot 25 to 50 feet wide and 
from 125 to 150 feet deep there is 
room for separate flower and vegetable 
gardens.

This year Lanvin is mak- 
ing little shoulder capes, which are held in front by 
a narrow strip of the material. This is the novelty 
that is practiced here. A cape of tulle bordered 
with the same tulle ruffles edged with taffeta 


merges into a band fastening with one button at 


the front. This same band of tulle is piped in taf- 
feta and falls over a guimpe of white tulle, includ- 
ing long fitted sleeves. The veil of tulle is held by 
a chaplet of orange blossoms. 

Of the two bridesmaids’ costumes which we show 
special mention must be made of a feature distin- 
guishing the Worth model of our fifth sketch, for 
here a ruby necklace is actually sewn in to achieve 
the neckline of this pink tulle model. :

vermilion. Open book shelves are 
painted to match. 

At the windows are draw curtains, 
which hang straight to the sill, of deep 
plum colored rep. A long low table, 
painted to match the woodwork, 
stands in front of the group of three 
windows.

Near one end of the table is a com- 
fortable arm chair of black and taupe, 
with a little footstool to match.

HOW TO PREPARE AND COOK SALMON 


All recipes have been  scierttifically 
tested by Miss Eddington with current 
market materials and indorsed by her. 


By Jane Fddington. 
A million words have been used to 
describe the catching of a salmon to 
sone about its “cookery. The writing

These 
whole may be mashed before the milk 


' is added to make it like a purée. 


Instead of adding milk the mixture 
of potato may be mashed and the 
requisite quantity of bread crumbs 
added, and it may be baked like a 
loaf to be served with a cream sauce. 

Canned Salmon Loaf. 

For two people, get a can of salmon 
Weighing about eight ounces, open 
and pour off the fat to use as a basis 
of the sauce to be served with the 
loaf. Have ready a cup of soft bread 
crumbs but first, with two forks, re 
move any skin or bones in the salmon, 
and any parts you dislike the looks 
of, then shred the fish rather fine, mix 
the bread with it and two eggs W® 
beaten, or two egg whites and one 
yolk, if you would like the other yolk 
for a sauce. 

Add a half teaspoon or a teaspoon 
of salt, according to your taste Or 
judgment and any fresh seasonings 
you may choose. The common season- 
ings of this sort are a teaspoon or 
twogf chopped parsley or some finely 
chopped green pepper. Add one-fourth 
cup of milk or more, if needed, but it 
is desirable to have a compact mass 
to pack into a buttered baking dish 
or into individual dishes—timbales or 
ramekins. Bake in a water bath for 
one-half hour or until well set. Serve 
with a white sauce or some variation 
of it—perhaps with parsley. 

Varying Salmon Loaf. 


There are a great number of ways/- 


of varying a salmon loaf with which 
some people like to serve cream 
peas instead of a cream sauce. Crack- 
er crumbs are used instead of bread 
erumbs—with more milk—a lemon 
juice seasoning is added and it is 
steamed instead of baked, but baked 
in a water bath it is half steamed.

The Commercial Salmon. 

‘Nowadays commercial clubs and 
chambers of commerve send out the 
literature on salmon and unlike the 
old writing this contains many recipes 
to be had for the asking, but it is 
rather interesting to turn to what an 
old merchant in 1866 wrote about the 
salmon: “This noblest fish is usually 
considered the choicest, most savory, 
and nutritive of all fish, and usually 
commands the highest price of any 
kind sold in our markets (New York) 
on account. of its scarcity, distance 
brought. and the difficultv of preserv- 


ing them fresh and in good order. os « 
The middle cut is the chciee, though: 
some prefer the head and shoulders, 
and others again the tail piece. When 
cut the flesh should appear quite red, 
solid, and flaky.”

The M arvel of American 
Union 


By Clifford Raymond. 

HE state of Tennessee has presented and President Cool- 
idge with appropriate words has accepted for the 
nation a new statue of Andrew Jackson, seventh Presi- 
dent and one in the line of really astonishing unionists 

and nationalists to whom the nation owes its continuity as a 
nation united and indissoluble. 

‘It was natural that the American people should regard 
the union as justified only by their material interests. Their 
coldnial ¢g3peration had been based on fear and danger. For 
their own advancement they armed against each other, as !n 
the case of Virginia against Maryland, Connecticut against 
Pennsylvania, Vermont against New York: 

The loose confederation of the revolution was more in 
accord with their traditions and instincts than the union 
under the constitution. It wasn't a nation, but many of the 
people, probably a majority of them, the democratic ma-. 
jority, gid not want a nation. They wanted their states 
free to do precisely what might be regarded best for theif 
own interests without obligation to other states. They feared 
the creation of a federal government which might assume 
the powers of a Hanoverian ministry. 

They were soon enraged by their own aristocracy ,and 
by their federal judiciary. They resented taxes and laws and 
judicial decisions which came from Washington little less 
than they had resented taxes and orders in council which came 
from London. On a dirget vote Jefferson and Patrick Henry 
might have carried the country against the adoption of the 
constitution with the argument that its makers had ex- 
ceeded their authority and were destroying the liberties of 
the people, 

Therefore it was not remarkable that until the civil 
war finally wrote the law of union immutably, as we think, 
that there was hardly a time when a state, a group of 
States, or a region was not reverting to the right of sep- 
aration, secession, or nullification. States were ready to get 
out of the union before they had warmed their place in it. 
It was not a sacrament. It was a question of the pocket 
book. When a law, a court decision, a tax, a domestic policy 
or & war was regarded as injurious to a state or a section, 
the right to exclude itself from the consequences was raised 
and asserted as inherent in the older and sounder iiberties.

It was Jefferson’s contribution to this doctrine expressed 
in the Kentucky and Virginia resolutions adopted almost 
coincidentally with the adoption of the constitution itself that 
no law of congress had effect in a state if the legislature 
of the state disapproved it. There was nothing to require a 
state to submit if it considered the course of federal govern- 
ment injurious to its welfare. | 

Until the civil war settled this there was scarcely a 
section of the country which did not, at one time or another, 
for one reason or another, chiefly affecting the pocket book,

When shippers or farmers, manufacturers or planters, 
traders or frontiersmen thought their bank accounts or

The white zeal which fired these great unionists for the 
making and preservation of a nation is not as completely 
understandable as the disintegrating forces which they had 
to overcome.

The reasons for union were gen- 
erally intangible and could be materialized only in the 
future. 

Where separation would have gone, once recognized, 
until the future put pressure on the fragments to integrate 
them again, can’t even be guessed. In the south the further . 
division, united to support a slave system, might have been 
first over the renewal of slave importation from Africa. At 
the Charleston convention of 13860 a Georgia delegate was 
reproaching Virginia as a breeder of high priced slaves, 
selling inferior blacks at $1,200 to $2,000 a head when he 
could buy at $50 the mative African, “the noblest Roman 
of them all,” and in addition have the satisfaction of making 
a Christian of him.

pared to his belief, that of Peter 
Pan was a pale jest, and that 
of Shakspere, in spite of Ariel 
and Puck, was brutal cynicism. Rar. 
rie, Indeed, has used fairies merely 
as a device of convenience, as he used 
Spiritualism in, the little play nameg 
“A Well-Remembered Voice.” But 
Gilbert regarded futries as the finest 
of all the creatures of Thalia, Thes. 
pis, and Melpomene, and never tired 
of them. I was in London in 1907, 
when the late Arthur Bourchier wag 
gna piece named “ The Fairies’ Dilem. 
ma.” It was, I think, the last of 
,Gifdert’s writings for the stage, 
though at the time he was still alive 
and active. In the belief that it was 
something wholly new, I went, and 
found to my delight that it was a revi. 
sion of an older piece, “ Fallen Fairies,” 
which I had (and have) not seen acted, 
‘put in reading which I fiad laughed 
until I was ill. 


' Others who, like myself, are readers 
of Gilbert. know “ Fogarty’s Fairy,” 
also. Why, I sometimes have them 
ask, are these pieces never given in 
this country; and the reply is onc 
with which you have been made too fa- 
miliar, perhaps, by Mr. Donaghey— 
that there is no public in this country 
for this type of fine, Intellectua) bur. 
jesque. Indeed, the fairy on the Amer. 
ican stage has never been stronger 
nor more reasonable than the old girls 
in traditional extravaganza—the good 
fairy who looked after the lovers and 
the bad fairy who led her horde of 
acrobatic demons against the lovers, 
and was always beaten in timg for the 
11:00 o'clock finale, just after the march 
of the amazons. I don't count Oberon 
and Titania, although I must count 
Puck; and Prospero, in “The Tem- 
pest,” is really:one of Shakspere's 
fairies, in spite of his preaching and 
his whiskers. ae 


In “Iolanthe,” which Mr. Ames puts 
on tomorrow night in the Studebaker, 
Gilbert’s passion for fairies and their 
vicissitudes is indulged to the fantas- 
tic and witty limit. He pits a bevy of 
them against the House of Peers, mar- 
ries one of them ‘to England's Lor@- 
Chancellor, insists that their son par. 
takes of the qualities of both parents, 
and. sets up a fine problem in having 
fairies ageless, so that, when the lad, 
Strephon, talks things over with Io- 
Janthe, his good-looking mother, he 
puts himself in bad with Phyllis, the. 
pretty Arcadian shevherdess with 
whom he is devotedly in love; and 
things aren't helped in the least by 
the fact that her guardian is none 
other than thé Lord-Chancellor, him- 
self, 


Gilbert's fairies, wherever you find} 


them, are a lovable lot. Those in 
“lolanthe”’ are, I think, more nearly 
human than the members of the 
House of Peers. How else may we 
explain the deep love. of the Fairy 
Queen, herself, for Sentryman Willis?

tis not my belief that “ Iolanthe ” 
has classed as among the more popu- 
lar of the Gilbert-Sullivan operettas 
in the United States, although in all 
ways it has been a work superior to 
paren in the thédtre of the 
Collaborators. One explanation 
is that Americans knew little or noth- 
ing of Lord 
Chancery, matters in- 
volved in the tale. True, we have no 
Federal official quite like the Lord- 
-Qhaneellor nor an arm of government 
quite like the Chancery Court; and it 


‘ would be too much to ask even the 


most Rotarian of our citizens to draw 
upon their fancy and paraliel the 
peers of the story with United States 
Senators. Gilbert had fancy and 
fmagination, but not enough to believe 
the facts about United States Sena- 


tors! 


My theory about “ Iolanthe ” is that 
it was too good for the populace when 
it was new, and that theater-goers 
never afterward caught up with it. 
‘Gilbert is literally simmense in it: the 
song called “Blue Blood,” of itself, 
is one of the notable examples of the 
man's wit in verse. As to Sullivan's 
music, some of his best is in this, as 
in last week’s piece, “ The Pirates of 
Penzance.” The march for the en- 
trance of the peers is a masterpiece 
of parody in tone; and so also is the 
tune to which he set Gilbert’s verses 
for “Blue Blood.” The entire score 
is a thing of fun and loveliness.

wonder that ““a mere tongue, without 
aparty and without a character, in an 
unfriendly audience and with an un- 
friendly press,’ could ‘do half what 
Brougham accomplished. He invented 
the eafriage, originally like a small 
garden chair on wheels, which bears 
his name; told the French institute in 
Paris his experiments on light, and 
delivered as many as 221 speeches in 
a single session of parliament. 

Macaulay’s prediction that Brougham 
would one day suffer from his betrayal 
of his friends came true. In the hope 
of shelving him, Melbourne in 1830 
had him created Lord Brougham and 
Vaux, with the post of lord chancel- 
lor, His enemies, laughing at his pre- 
tension to ancient lineage, remarked 
that now he would be “ Vaux et prae- 
terea nihil.” 

But his crowning folly, after Lord 
Melbourne had pledged him to secrecy, 
was to write to the Times that the 
Whig ministry had fallen, adding, “ the 
queen has done it all.” He then of- 
fered himself to the new ministry as 
lord chief justice without any pay ex- 
cept his pension as ex-chancellor. This 
brought him into absolute contempt, 
and he continent. 

Enchanted by Cannes. 

Always under the doctor’s-care, he 
wicdriving in December, 1834, toward 
Italy, when he was held up, either 
byastorm or by the report of cholera 
in Italy, in the highlands of the Es- 
terel overlooking the Mediterranean.

of 89. His mother, niece of the Scotch 
historian, Robertson, who wrote on 
America, also died at this same ad- 
vanced age. William Brougham’s 
éldest son, Henry Charles, married 
the widow of Sir Richard Musgrave, 
in whose family had been for cen- 
turies not only the property of Eden 
hall, but the famous goblet which 
forms the subject of Longfellow’s bal- 
lad on “ The Luck of Eden Hall.” 

The present holder, the fourth Lord 
Brougham .and Vaux — pronounced 
“Broom” and “ Vawks’’—is only 
nineteen. He occupies when in 
Cannes the villa Eleanor Louise built 
by his great ancestor, whom Edward 
VII. knew when he was Prince of 
Wales. 

Famous for Eccentricities. 

Both in Cannes and England, the 
first Lord Brougham was famous for 
his eccentricities. He was always ac- 
companied by some friend—known as 
his shadow—whom he even took along 
on his visits to the French institute, 
which was against the rules. 

He opened the coffin of a crusading 
ancestor, took out the skull, which re- 
sembled his own long bony counte- 
nance, and framed this grewsome ob- 
ject in his hall, under the purse which 
had ence held the great seal. 

When the duke of Wellington told 
him that the brougham carriage was 
his surest claim to fame, Broughanf 
retorted, “How about Wellington 
boots? ” 


“Damn the boots!” replied the 


duke; *‘ I'd forgotten them. You have 
the best of it.’’ 

In 1878, the grateful inhabitants of 
Cannes raised a statue to Brougham’s 
memory. This present year marks 
the 150th anniversary of his birth.

Open Sunset Camp Friday 


ARDIAC SEASON ” at Sunset 
camp opens on Friday, May 
ll. This means that forty 
girls with heart disease will 
have the benefit of six weeks of con- 
valescent care in the country. This is 
provided for them by Sunset Camp 
Service jleague, which conducts its 

camp r Antioch, IIL, on a bluff over- 

looking Channel lake. 

Sunset. Camp Service league, or- 
ganized in 1915, is composed of a body 
of subscribers whose original purpose 
was to maintain a vacation center for 
school and working girls. They con- 
ducted Sunset camp during the months 
of July and August.for eight years, 
until, in 1923, when at the suggestion 
of the Chicago Heart association, 
which was at that time bringing to the 
attention of the public the lack of fa- 
cilities for convalescent care for chil- 
dren with heart disease, it was de 
cided to make use of the camp equip- 
ment to supply just that need. Since 
then May and June of each year has 
been devoted to girls with heart 
disease and September and October to 
boys with the same affliction. 

Selected by Dispensaries. 

The children who are leaving for 
camp on Friday have been selected 
by the various dispensaries of the city 
and passed on by the medical advisory 
committee of the Chicago Heart asso- 
ciation, which is composed of six emi- 
nent cardiologists of this city. Only 
a certain type of heart case will benefit 
from the outdoor life of the camp. 
From this selected group observations

to contribute valuable data, on the 
study and treatment of heart disease. . 

It is the alm of Mies Ann Stansbury, 
director of the camp, to have the chil- 
dren who will be there lead nearly 49 
normal a life as the girls who enjoy 
the camp in summer. The camp is 4s 
little like a hospital as can be. Two 
teachers from the board of education 
will conduct school, so that the chil- 
dren may maintain their school 
grades.

It is stmpl} a case of addition 
then for each partner to understand 
the situation, and if they continue the 
bidding it is for the certain purpose 
of taking a penalty rather than that 
the adversaries should win the game. 
A third hand original bid assumes only 
two tricks with partner, and he should 
have five tricks himself in order to 
open the bidding. 


After an original bid the opponents 
may bid defensively, and the ini- 
tial bid may be made with a long 
suit and only three tricks—that is, one 
and a half quick tricks or a‘ six card 
suit. This should be understood by 
the partner who will, therefore, sup- 
port the bidding. or not support it, 
on the basis of counting his tricks in 
the same manner as would the part- 
ner of an original bidder. The initial 
defensive bidder should never pursue 


tricks on the first round, because of 
information deducible from his own 
holding and other bids. For example, 
if dealer bids a spade and partner 
has ace, queen of the suit, the dealer 
must have two quick tricks in the 
other three sults and must have cal- 
culated upon losing the first two 
tricks in trumps, by redon of having 
credited his left hand opponent with 
the three highest spades not in his 
own hand. He might have bid a 
spade, for instance, holding this kind 
of a hand: Spades: K. J, 16, &, 6; 
hearts: A, K, 4; diamonds: A, K; clubs: 
K, J, 10. If partner holds the A, 
Q, 3 of spades and not another prob- 
able trick in his band, he should sup- 
port the spade bid the first time 
around, over an intervening bid, even 
though he has not the four tricks 
that would ordinarily be assumed to 
be held in order to raise, but he 
should pass the second round, if the 
bidding went that far. He might re- 
new his support on the third 

if necessary.

ities, 


A recent compilation gives the 
tongues of the world as 2,796, decided- 
ly more than most people would sup- 
pose. This is qualified, however, 
with the comment that figures differ 
among students of the subject be- 
cause some classify certain dialects as 
separate languages while others do 
not. 

The distribution of the chief tongues 
‘tare given as 48 in Europe, 153 in 
Asia, 118 in Africa, 424 in the Ameri- 
cas, and 117 in Oceania. These and 
the minor languages are all said to 
be living, spoken languages, although 
some have limited use, as in the case 
of small tribes of savages.

The Temptation of Christ. 

OW could Christ be tempted if 
temptation is an inducement to 
do something we would like to 
do if we dared? That is an- 

other general question, expressed this 
time by a correspendent from Anna. 
Ill. 


The answer is that temptation does 
not always convey the idea expressed 
in the question. It is inconceivable 
that Christ would have liked to d» 
something evil that he dared not. But 
there is a sense in which temptation 
may be merely testing, as a master 
mariner might thrust a ship which he 
loved and trusted, into the teeth of the 
gale and as engineers will place heavy 
weights on newly made bridges in 
which they have confidence. In that 
sense, Job was tempted and in that 
sense, Christ. There are two uses of 
the word in the New and Old Testa- 
ments and it is the use I have de 
scribed which is adopted when Christ 
is spoken of as tempted. It is in that 


sense that He Himself used the word 


when He quotes from the Old Testa- 
ment in reply to satan and says, 
“Thou shalt not tempt the Lord, Thy 
God.” We do that, of course, when 


we thrust ourselves into needless 
temptation.

legal separation is as a solution of 


present day marriage problems. Sem 


aration that stops short of divorce en- 
dangers morality in thousands of in- 
stances and creates many other evils 
also. Habitual drunkenness—such as 
is ome of the troubles in this case— 
should always be treated as just 
ground for divorce. In itself it is a 
violation of the principles underlying 
Christian marriage. 

A matter of what may seem sec- 
ondary importance, but isn’t, is that 
the relatives of those afflicted with 
such sufferings as this lady describes 
have no right to interpose their own 
opinions in such a decision as she will 
be called upon to make. They are not 
in her shoes, and their family pride 


is not to be considered alongside of

From the Anhalter station, where 
the trains from the south, chiefly frém 
Munich, Nuremberg and Dresden, ar- 
rive, a subterranean passage has been 
built to the Excelgior hotel, patronized 
chiefly by business men. The hotel 
had to assume the entire cost of con- 
struction and experienced considerable 
difficulty besides to obtain a building 
permit from the city.

It is in that 
sense that He Himself used the word
